Per capita consumption also increased—from 158 
bottles annually in 1950 to 162.7 bottles in 1951.

The accomplishment of a substantial volume gain 
in 1951 takes on added significance when it is realized

Austin (Tex.) Bottlers Set Carton Deposit: 
Minnesota, Connecticut May Follow

Austin, Texas soft drink bottlers, including the local 
Coca-Cola Bottling Co., last month increased bottle and 
ase deposits and simultaneously established a 3-cent 
carton deposit. Their new bottle deposit is 3c, while 
the case deposit is 28« 

The action was taken, Austin bottlers said, “due to 
the increased cost of beverage cases, bottles and car 
tons.” They informed their dealers, in a 

lar, that the carton deposit would prove helpful in 
the orderly return of empties (in carriers) and in 
ncreasing store traffic and sales 

Solid interest in carton deposits was also manifested 
in Minnesota and Connecticut. In a special bulletin 
the Minnesota Bottlers’ Association took note of the 
Austin action, and reported that “bottlers from Albert 
Lea, Fairmont, Faribault, Mankato, Red Wing, Roch 
ester and Waseca are now giving consideration to the 
advisability of inaugurating a carton deposit in their 
territories.’
